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The thirty-third year of the 
Farmers Federation was marked 
particularly by three things: First, 
a substantial and encouraging 
growth in business; second, the de- 
velopment of younger men in our 
organization; and third, a hospital 
insurance program offered to the 
rural people of Western North Car- 
olina 

Growth In Business 

People ask frequently why it is 
that the Farmers Federation busi- 
ness keeps growing. The answer is 
that the Farmers Federation Co- 
operative in a way generates its 
own increase in business. We are 
constantly at work to develop new 
markets, constantly at work to en- 
courage our own members to en- 
large their flocks and their herds 
and to increase their yields per 
acre. We have field men out con- 
stantly encouraging our members 
to build poultry houses, broiler 
houses, dairy barns and improve 
their livestock and strive for high- 
er yields per acre. Lots of this in- 
crease in production is then mar- 
keted through the Farmers Fed- 
eration warehouses 

The total business of the Farm- 
ers Federation for the year ending 
June 30, 1953, was $7,198,472.58, 
an increase of nine per cent over 
the previous year. This we con- 
sider especially creditable because 
most of the items which the Farm- 
ers Federation handles have 
dropped in price approximately 10 
per cent. So we have not only 
overcome that drop in price but 
shown a very handsome increase 
in our total volume of business 

One reason for this is the loyalty 
of our members. Knowing the 
quality of our products, our mem- 
bers are constantly bringing in 
new people who come into the 
community and keep increasing 
our business in that way 

Development Of Young Men 

For the past year the Farmers 
Federation has been operated by 
an Operating Management Com- 
mittee. This committee consists of 
James G. K. McClure, Chairman 


James McC. Clarke, Executive 
Vice-President; Guy M. Sales, 
General Manager; Glenn Hunt, 


Sales Manager; Joseph Higdon, 
Treasurer; Perry Greene, Manager 
of the Marketing Department; and 
Don Biggerstaff, Purchasing Agent. 

This group is the driving power 
behind the Farmers Federation’s 
business. During the past year 
Glenn Hunt was made Sales Man- 
ager He is a graduate of North 
Carolina State College, class of '49 
He started with the Federation as

assistant to James McC. Clarke, 
then became manager of the hatch- 
ery and then was promoted to 
Sales Manager 

Don Biggerstaff started with the 
Federation as editor of the Farm- 
ers Federation News, and in Sep- 
tember was made Purchasing 
Agent of the Farmers Federation. 

Joseph Higdon has been with the 
Farmers Federation many years 
and was last year elected Treasur- 
er of the Farmers Federation 

Perry Greene is the Manager of 
the Marketing Department, and 
under his management the de- 
partment has shown extraordinary 
growth. 

Hospital Insurance 

The big new enterprise of the 
Farmers Federation in the past 
year is hospital insurance. In 
North Carolina we have had great 
campaigns for roads, and the road 
program is going forward to the 
Roads 
have been improved in all our 
mountain counties. We have had 
great campaigns for schools. At the 
present time our western counties 
are building $18,000,000 worth of 
school buildings. The next pro- 
gram that needs our attention is a 
program for better health. So dur- 
ing the past year the Farmers Fed- 
eration undertook to try to make 
hospital insurance available to its 
members and patrons at group 
rates 

Dr. George F. Bond, Chairman of 
the Committee on Rural Health of 
the State Medical Association, is 
a member of the committee ap- 
pointed by President Truman to 
draw up a program for improved 
rural health. He tells us that this 
committee found three great needs. 
One, the need for more doctors for 
country districts. A program has 


satisfaction of everyone 


been worked out to provide schol- 
arships to Medical Schools so that 
there will be more doctors in rural 
areas. Second, the need for more 
hospitals and clinics in rural dis- 
tricts. A program has been worked 
out whereby state and federal 
money is available to match local 
money in building hospitals and 
clinics. Third, the need for hos- 
pital insurance for rural people 
This has baffled the committee 
They have found no way to get a 
program started. So he feels that 
the Farmers Federation plan is the 
answer to this need 

This project of the Farmers Fed- 


“ederation Cooperative 


eration is guided by a committee 
consisting of James G. K. McClure; 
Chairman; Dr. George F. Bond and 
Dr. Henry T. Clark, Chief of the 
Medical Development Program at 
the University of North Carolina 
It was decided to use Blue Cross 
insurance, and a contract was 
made with the Hospital Care Asso- 
ciation of Durham. Miss Frances 
Setzer was secured to head up this 
project for the Farmers Federation. 
In this program, hospital insurance 
is available at group rates to all 
farm families in each county in 
which the Farmers Federation puts 
on a campaign. The people do not 
have to be members of the Farm- 
ers Federation. We take in all 
rural people. The first enrollment 
was in Henderson County in Janu- 
ary. The next enrollment was in 
Buncombe County in April, and the 
third enrollment took place in 
Yancey County, closing July 15 
Some 1200 families have already 
been insured under this plan. The 
Farmers Federation plans to go 
ahead with this plan, offering these 
group rates to the people in one 
county after another. The Farm- 
ers Federation with all its mem- 
bership in the western counties and 
with its connections with churches 
and schools is in a position to put 
on this kind of campaign, and it is 
in a position to make the collec- 
tions through its warehouses. Pay- 
ments for the insurance are made 
quarterly by the insured. Volun- 
teer workers are secured for the 
campaign in each county. This 
promises to be a continuing service 
of the Farmers Federation which 
will mean a great deal to the peo- 
ple of Western North Carolina. 


More Than Five Million Dollars 
Paid To Farmers 

During the year 1951 the Farm- 
ers Federation paid $5,402,363.67 
in cash for things raised on the 
farm and for wages in processing 
and handling these articles. This 
is our best record to date. Our 
warehouses handle a varied assort- 
ment of articles. These articles in- 
clude poultry, eggs, milk, hams, 
locust honey, 
produce of all kinds, grain, hay 
straw, walnuts and a very long 
list of products.

As I said last year, please re- 
member that the Farmers Federa- 
tion has sponsored and developed 
markets for vegetables, tobacco, 
and many other things, which are 
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now operating on their own. In ap- 
praising the value of the promo- 
tion work of the Farmers Federa- 
tion, these should be included. If 
the money paid through these other 
markets should be added to the 
amount of cash actually paid 
farmers by the Farmers Federa- 
tion, in 1952 it would probably 
amount to at least $15,000,000. A 
great deal of this is new money, 
and it circulates all throughout 
Western North Carolina. 
Loyalty Of The Members 

The loyalty of its members has 
built the Farmers Federation. The 
members of the Farmers Federa- 
tion have learned a new secret for 
improving their own conditions 
They have learned that trading 
with the Farmers’ Federation 
builds markets for them. Any 
profit made on articles handled by 
the Farmers Federation remains 
right in Western Nocth Carolina, 
is credited to the members of the 
Federation in stock, and the cash 
is used to build new markets and 
build new facilities, such as mix- 
ing mills, for the farmers of West- 
ern North Carolina. 


Addition To The Poultry Plant 

A year ago in my report, I stated 
that the poultry plant was not big 
enough and put in an appeal to 
farmers to take sufficient stock in 
the Farmers Federation so that we 
could increase the size of our 
poultry plant. Jamie Clarke and 
Mrs, C, E. Dameron were put in 
charge of this campaign and car- 
ried it through successfully. The 
result is that the new addition to 
the poultry plant is_ practically 
complete, and recently this plant 
dressed and sold 81,000 broilers 
New markets have been developed 
and great credit should go to Perry 
Greene and his force for carrying 
through this expansion and get- 
ting new markets for our broilers. 
Our own salesmen travel to Green- 
ville, Spartanburg and Asheville, 
and we sell through commission 
houses in other cities. Recently 
one trailer of frozen poultry was 
loaded out for Chicago, another 
was loaded out for Miami, and 
several trailers were loaded for in- 
termediate points. This shows the 
extent of our marketing

HELPS FARMERS FIGHT CHICKEN DISEASES 


By Dr. C. R. Border 
Poultry Pathologist 


The functions of the Poultry 
Diagnostic laboratory are to help 
one diagnose the troubles that oc- 
cur in his chickens However, it 
should always be remembered that 
preventing an outbreak of disease 
by carefully observing the funda- 
mental facts and strictly adhering 
to the principles of sanitation and 
management are of utmost import- 


ance at all times 


As it is commonly realized that 


t is impossible to 


diagnose all 
poultry diseases clinically or at 
autopsy, the bacteriologist or clin- 
ical pathologist must study the 
laboratory findings. This involves 
time because it takes time to grow 
bacteria classify and _ identify 
hen However, the flockowner 
must help the bacteriologist or 
clinical pathologist in making the 
diagnosis by giving the correct his- 
tory and symptoms of the flock. 
Let us begin by discussing some 
of the fundamentals of disease 
Disease may be defined as an 
alteration of the state of the body 
or some of its organs, which inter- 
rupts or disturbs the proper per- 
formance of its functions. Func- 


tional disturbance soon is mani- 
fested by physical signs which can 
be detected by the flockowner. 
These signs are known as symp- 
toms. Diseases vary according to 
cause, infectiousness, transmitabil- 
ity, duration, and occurence 


How Diseases Occur 

Disease may be produced by liv- 
ing organisms such as parasites, 
protozoa, fungi, bacteria and virus 
Some kinds of parasites and fungi, 
as well as protozoa and bacteria 
are so small that one must use a 
microscope in order to see them 
Virus are even too small to be 
seen with a microscope. The dis- 
ease-producing organisms may 
gain entrance to the body by way 
of the mouth, nose, eye, skin, cloaca 
or egg They produce diseases 
byirritation, inflamation, absorp- 
tion of body nourishment, mechan- 
ical obstruction of organs, destruc- 
tion of tissue, or production of 
toxins or poisons. 

Disease may also be produced by 
non-living agents such as trauma- 
tism, heat, cold, chemical poisons 
faulty nutrition, or poor environ- 
ment. This last group of agents 
can not be transmitted from one 
bird to another 


The ability of disease-producing 
organisms to produce disease de- 
pends upon a number of factors. 
First, virulence or vitality of the 
The longer the infec- 
tive organisms are away from the 


organisms 


body, and the more they are ex- 
posed to adverse environmental 
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conditions such as high or low 
temperatures, dryness, air, Sun 
ight. or disinfectants—the less 
chance they will have to produce 
disease. Second, number of organ- 
isms gaining entrance to the body. 
Small numbers of disease-produc- 
ing organisms may be thrown off 
by the body, but massive doses 
cannot be combatted by the nat- 
ural body defenses. Third, persist-

Contagious Disease of Swine 


Character of the Disease 

In vesicular exanthema, as in 
foot and mouth disease, vesicles of 
varying size occur on the snout 
lips, tongue, foot pads, and skin 
between the claws and around the 
coronary bands and the dew claws, 
also on the teats of nursing sows 
These lesions are accompanied by 
fever, lassitude, inappetence, and 
loss of weight. It has been esti- 
mated that the weight loss averages 
the equivalent of one month's 
feeding 


Failure of the animals to come 
for feed is usually the first symp- 
tom noticed It is then observed 
that many of the animals are lame 
This is most severe in the heavier 
animals. They lie down and pro- 
test by squeeling when they are 
forced to rise to their feet. Often 
they walk knuckled over on their 
fetlocks to take the weight from 
their feet. 


The incubation period in this di- 
sease is usually about 48 hours 
though sometimes it is only about 
24 hours. It is therefore about the 
same as that of foot and mouth di- 
sease. 


The course of the disease in in- 
dividuals is relatively short. The 
mouth lesions heal quickly, but the 
foot lesions, because of bacterial 
infections, may cause lameness of 
one to two weeks’ duration 


The death rate among adult ani- 
mals is not great, but heavy losses 
frequently occur among suckling 
pigs. These may be as high as 90 
to 100 percent. The baby pigs are 
believed to die from suffocation 
because of vesicles that form in 
their nostrils and from starvation 
because of failure of lactation in 
the affected dams. Nearly all out- 
breaks of vesicular exanthema 
have occurred in garbage-fed 
swine

Outbreaks occasionally occur in 
the yard of slaughtering companies 
in the region where the disease 
exists. When the disease is recog- 
nized in the animals in the ante- 
mortem examination, inspectors 
will not allow the animals to be 
slaughtered at that time, but the 
owners are allowed to hold them 
until recovery occurs. Undoubted- 
ly animals that are in early stages 
of the disease are not detected, and 
perhaps some early recovered an- 
imals escape detention. In any 
case it is quite certain that some 
virus-harboring animals are slau- 
ghtered and go into the trade. 
Scraps and trimmings of such meat 
go into the garbage and are re- 
turned to the hog ranches of the 
area to institute new outbreaks. 
Control Measures: Up to the pres- 
ent time control measures have 
been very inadequate since the di- 
sease continues to recur year after 
year. This will undoubtedly con- 
tinue until all garbage fed to swine 
is sterilized by cooking or garbage 
feeding is discontinued Vested 
business interests have so far pre- 
vented either of these procedures 
from being established. 


This disease has been prevalent 
in North Carolina for a consider- 
able length of time causing suffic- 
ient losses in hog feeding and rais- 
ing to justify the passage of a law 
by the last North Carolina General 
Assembly for the control of this di- 
sease. This law became effective 
July 8, 1953 and requires commer- 
cial hog lot operators to boil gar- 
bage for at least 30 minutes before 
feeding it to swine One of the 
provisions of this law requires all 
commercial garbage feeders to ob- 
tain permits from the Commission- 
er of Agriculture. Application form 
for such permits and copies of the 
law may be obtained by writing 
State Veterinarian, N. C. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Raleigh, N. C

Closer study brings out some of 
the really astounding results that 
these Rutherford folks are obtain- 
ing. For example, hundreds of 
rural telephones have been in- 
talled this year. This came about 
as a direct result of the program. 


Gilkey Number One 

As proof of what sort of progress 
they are making, Rutherford lead- 
ers are quick to remind you that 
one of their communities, Gilkey, 
placed number 1 out of 70 commu- 
nities in the 1952 Western North 
Carolina Rural Community De- 
velopment Contest, sponsored by 
the Asheville Agricultural Devel- 
opment Council. Gilkey, which 
was the first community organized 
in the county, also won first place 
in the Rutherford County Contest. 
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Rutherfordton businessmen, under 
the leadership of the Rutherford- 
ton Kiwanis Club and its presi- 
dent, Ben Sumner, put up $500 in 
county prizes last year. This has 
been upped to $550 this year for 
the top four communities 

Gilkey’s big project was the 
building of a community center 
By doing all the work themselves, 
from cutting the trees for lumber 
to installing the plumbing and 
sanding the floors, these folks have 
ended up with a building worth at 
least $12,000. It is complete with 
two kitchens, stage, dressing rooms, 
and rest rooms, and is one of the 
most beautiful community centers 
to be found anywhere in the state.

which is usually well 
and a cool humid climate. Evapor- 
ation is relatively low and soil 
moisture is usually ample for 
plant growth. However, occasional 
drouth does occur and plants suf- 
fer even in short periods of drouth 
because of a low soil moisture 
reservoir. The soil is also moder- 
ately fertile, but if good yields are 
maintained mineral must be 
added in the amount removed by 
harvested crops. This is especially 
true of phosphate and lime. Even 
though the climate is relatively 
cool, organic matter doesn’t accum- 
ulate to any degree except at high 
elevations 

Important To Control Erosion 

The shallow nature of the soil 
makes erosion control very im- 
portant Even slight erosion re- 
duces the depth of soil a great deal, 
percentage wise. Thus, a shallow 
oil may become a very: shallow 
soil. Erosion damage is quite ex- 
tensive in Western North Carolina 
One cannot travel far in any direc 
tion without finding evidence of 


severe erosion, most or all of the 
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original top soil removed, and 
some gullies. 

The use of more and better fer- 
tilizer and better crop varieties, 
such as hybrid corn and Ladino 
clover, have raised yields in spite 
of erosion. This is easily possible 
with a good climate and adequate 
well distributed rainfall, provided 
erosion has not removed too much 
soil. Because of this, many people 
have been misled to believe that 
eroded soil can be “rebuilt.” This 
is far from true. The soil that is 
left can be improved. But the 
physical condition of the subsoil is 
rarely as good as that of the soil 
and the depth of the soil cannot be 
increased With few exceptions 
eroded soil does not produce as 
well as uneroded soil with the 
same treatment 

Soil Conservation. Program 

So, a program of soil conserva- 
tion for Western North Carolina is 
good land use and careful soil 
management. Good land use is 
trees on the land too steep, too 
tony, tov shallow, or otherwise 
not suited for cultivation or pas- 
ture; annual crops (corn, small 
grain, tobacco, etc.) on bottom land 
and moderately sloping upland 
with deep soil; and grass and per- 
ennial legume sod on the rest of 
the land Careful soil manage- 
ent is treating each acre to get 
he greatest return and at the same

The rose 
is also an excellent source of cover 
and nesting place for wildlife. The 
Yancey District assists the farmers 
to obtain multiflora rose plants 
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from the Wildlife Resources Com- 
mission,
